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How to use the internet e-mail gateway.

Hello new gateway user! 

Our internet/packet gateway is working very well in all respects, (software, firmware 
as well as hardware), but users need to make sure of the address that they are sending to. 
Messages containing a bad address take time, and are usually killed. Be sure of the address! 

The internet is very demanding if a portion of the address should be upper case, but 
you have it in lower case. It’s now a bad address. Some addresses do not even look like 
an internet address, so they go nowhere. Also, showing times and dates kinda makes some 
of the sysops out there a little upset. 

Here’s how to use our system. 


****FROM PACKET TO INTERNET**** 
All messages are sent to the following address using the SP (send personal) command: 
gate@aa3ch.#sepa.pa.usa.noam 
On the <title> line you enter the recipient’s complete internet address. 


EXAMPLE—to send a message to our editor: 


sp gate@aa3ch.#sepa.pa.usa.noam 
<title> charing@chmc.mhs.compuserve.com 
<text> your message goes here. 


After you’ve completed your text, you must enter the following tag line. (No tag line, no 
gateway!) 


==—======= VIA METRO-LINK EPA 
To end the message enter /EX or ctrl Z. 


****FROM INTERNET TO PACKET**** 
All messages are sent to: hamgate@hdj.com 
The recipient’s packet address is appended to the special prefix on the <subject> line. 


EXAMPLE—to send a message to our Southern Reporter:

vice not be permitted to establish land- 
based repeaters to fill in gaps from the 
satellite broadcast. Such repeaters would 
essentially turn DARS into a terrestrial 
service. 

Although the DARS stations would 
broadcast on S-Band channels between 2310 
and 2360 MHz (2.3 GHz), the FCC has 
proposed that feeder uplinks be established 
in the 7 GHz band—which is heavily used 
already for studio-to-transmitter links and 
remote pickups by television broadcast sta- 
tions. The Society of Broadcast Engineers 
has asked that DARS feeder uplink stations 
not be permitted within 80 kilometers of 
existing broadcast auxiliary receive sites. 

As might be expected, a number of non- 
broadcasters wrote to the FCC in support of 
DARS, with comments ranging from the desire 
to see technology advance, to the suggestion that 
the service would provide more listening choic- 
es in rural and isolated areas.

An historical note: Between terrestn- 
al digital broadcasting on existing chan- 
nels—already in the testing phase—which 
would effectively remove the difference in 
audio quality between AM and FM broad- 
casters, and the possibility of a satellite- 
based radio broadcasting service, the radio 
industry has come a long way since what 
has come to be considered its first broadcast 
75 years ago last month (November 2, 
1920) by KDKA in Pittsburgh. That 50- 
watt station was actually a higher power 
version of experimental station 8XK, estab- 
lished by Dr. Frank Conrad of Westing- 
house. Conrad had been given the privilege 
of continuing on-air operations during the 
wartime period of 1916-18 when other sta- 
tions had to cease transmissions. His exper- 
iments built on the work of others before 
him to establish what was to become the 
radio broadcasting industry.

Emergency Coordinating and W3QV 
Repeater Committee Chairman W3BBB, 
Jim, said that the W3QV repeater is being 
evicted from its current location on Decem- 
ber 3 1st of this year. Jim read a letter that he 


had written requesting an extension of that 
time frame, and asked that if you know of 
any suitable space, please contact him. Jim 
also has many items of amateur radio equip- 
ment from estates that he is handling. 

Special Events Chairman AA3EP Char- 
lie, gave thanks to all that helped with the 
special events of 1995. Charlie and AA3CH, 
Russ, said that 1996 promises to be another 
busy year. 

Budget Committee Chairman K3KUD, 
Bob, reported that a new budget has been 
drafted for 1996.

The Bucks County Council of the Boy Scouts of America has approved the 
establishment of a permanent Amateur Radio Station at the Ockanickon Scout Reservation 
near Point Pleasant in Bucks County. However, funds are extremely limited, and support 
from the Amateur Community is being sought for donations of equipment, antennas, 
expertise and cash donations. 

The ultimate future of Ham Radio will be determined directly by how effectively we 
expose young people to our hobby, and provide follow-up support for classes and setting 
up a station. This project will help many young people get the chance to have their career 
directions shaped toward science and technology by gaining the hands-on experience 
offered through Amateur Radio. 

During Boy Scout Summer Camp and selected weekends throughout the year (e.g., 
Jamboree on the Air) thousands of young people can experience the thrill of Ham Radio 
with the added opportunity of earning Merit Badges in Radio, Electronics, Computer 
Technology and Weather, etc. We hope to begin formal Ham Radio classes during the 
week scouts attend camp and then referring them to local radio clubs to complete the 
process of preparing for license examinations. 

Donations are being sought in the following areas: (1) serviceable equipment such as 
an 80-10m transceiver; 2m transceiver and TNC for packet radio; 386/486 computer; CW 
keyer; antenna tuner; station accessories, etc.; (2) antennas such as a tri-bander; 2m/440

DARS: A Threat to Radio Broadcasters? 


Through a Notice of Proposed Rule- 
making (NPRM), the FCC announced in 
June its intent to allow a satellite Digital 
Audio Radio Service (DARS). Hundreds of 
radio broadcast station owners wrote to the 
FCC during the comment period for this 
rulemaking with their concerns about the 
effect such a service would have on the 
traditional terrestrial broadcasting system. 

Unlike DAB (Digital Audio Broad- 
casting), which is basically a digital version 
of local radio broadcasting, DARS has the 
potential to provide a nationwide radio 
broadcasting service. Motorists would be 
able to drive across the country and receive 
the same radio station from coast to coast 
through a satellite receiving antenna only a 
few inches in diameter mounted on the roof 
of the car.

Current broadcasters fear that the local 
appeal of radio—and the viability of local 
stations—will be destroyed by such a ser- 
vice. Radio broadcasting is already a highly 
competitive business, with audiences be- 
coming more and more segmented with 
each new station or format change. The 
competition of DARS could well push some 
marginal broadcast operations into bank- 
ruptcy. 

The National Association of Broad- 
casters (NAB) has asked the FCC to place 
several restrictions on the new service. The 
first is that DARS be confined to a subscrip- 
tion-only service. Assuming that a pay ser- 
vice would be commercial-free, this would 
keep DARS from siphoning off national 
advertisers from terrestrial stations. 

The NAB has also asked that the ser-
